With the Toronto Raptors cur- 
rent record only three games above 
.500, many have expressed concerns 
over the weak performance of the 
team through the first thirty -some 
games. 

After coming oh-so-close to 
the Eastern finals last year, expecta- 
tions were high for this season. The 
signings of Vince Carter, Alvin 
Williams, Jerome Williams, and 
Antonio Davis to long-term deals 
brought stability to the team, while 
the addition of Hakeem Olajuwon 
gave the Raps the first real centre in 
franchise history. But so far into the 
winter, the results are far from satis- 
fying, and fingers are now being 
pointed at different players and mem- 
bers of management, most notably at 
star shooting guard Vince Carter and 
head coach Lenny Wilkens. How- 
ever, the criticisms directed at those 
two men are largely unjustified, con- 
sidering how little the other players 
have contributed to this team. 

Looking at the recent eastern 
conference standings, it can be noted 
that both the New Jersey Nets and 
the Milwaukee Bucks are right at the 
top, followed by the Celtics, the Wiz- 
ards, and the Indiana Pacers, with last 
year*s top teams such as Philadelphia 
and the New York Knicks having 
under .500 records and currently out 
of the playoff picture. 

The main reasons why the 
Raptors are not atop the east is not 
because of Vince, or coach Lenny, but 
rather that every single one of those 
teams (with the exception of Wash- 
ington) have something the Raptors 
do not - a second scoring option. 

The Nets have Kenyon Mar- 
tin, Keith Van Horn, and Jason Kidd 
all capable of doing damage. The 
Bucks have Sam Cassell, Ray Allen, 
and Glenn Robinson, with all three 
averaging above twenty points a 
game. The Celtics have a dominat- 
ing one-two combo of Paul Pierce 
and Antoine Walker. And the Pacers 
have Reggie Miller, Jalen Rose, and 
Jermaine O'Neal all posting up re- 
spectable numbers. Only the Wizards 
lack a second go-to guy with Rich- 
ard Hamilton on the injured list, but 
we all know what one Michael Jor- 
dan's abilities are. 

Antonio Davis was supposed 
to be that second option for Toronto. 
The signing of the ageing Olajuwon 
is mainly due to Davis' desire to 
move back to his usual power for- 
ward position. The tandem of 
Olajuwon and Davis was believed to 
be the presence down low needed to 
draw the double teams away from 
Carter But with "The Dream", who

sat out nine games already, and Davis 
struggling with his bad knee and not 
playing up to par, the entire team's 
success is now loaded onto Vince 's 
shoulders. 

But the lack of a better record 
is not because Vince is not scoring, 
as he stands third on the NBA scor- 
ing leaders chart, with 25.9 points per 
game. Many criticize Carter's lack 
of defense. Although it is true that 
Carter's defensive game is suspect, 
it is hard to place blame since play- 
ing the two-guard position often 
means being matched up against the 
likes of Kobe Bryant, Ray Allen, and 
Tracy * Jackass' McGrady. Nobody 
said anything about Carter's defense 
when he played small forward three 
years ago. And Carter is the pretty 
much the only one who makes things 
happen at the other end of the court.

The most disappointing of all 
is the fact that Morris Peterson has 
struggled badly this year. It was ex- 
pected that, after an excellent rookie 
year in which he was named to the 
all-rookie team, he would be a better 
player for the raptors this season as a 
sophomore. That hasn't happened. 
Instead, Mo Pete is offering little on 
the court. Sure, he might have had 
one or two games in which he did 
put up some points, but his poor shot 
selection and his inconsistency has 
added to the team's problems. All this 
from the player who was supposedly 
be a scoring threat to the opposing 
team. In fact, the raptors might just 
be better off with his ass on the in- 
jured list and Jerome Williams start- 
ing in place of him. All least the 
"Junk Yard Dog" would give the 
team better defense. 

Quit it with the **Vince should 
take charge" BS. It is the rest of the 
team who needs to step up. With the 
exception of Alvin, and Keon Clark, 
who've surprised and played very 
well, everyone else needs to play 
better.

There is no reason why these guys can't pick it up a 
notch. It's just that none of the three have lived up to their billing so far. 
Particularly Renberg, with only seven goals. He would have gotten triple 
that if he'd just convert half his chances. But he is not alone. The big 
problem here is one Jonus Hoglund. There is no excuse for scoring only 
eight goals while playing with one of the best centres in the league. It is 
very ftiistrating for Toronto fans to see the many times where he stupidly 
either shoots the puck wide, or shooting it right at the other team's goalie 
after being set up beautifully.

I wanted to share a specific experience I had here the first week of 
class widi the rest of Laurentian. Like many others I depend on OSAP to 
get me through my university career. This year, for the first time, I was to 
recieve the Milennium Scholarship. I recieved all the information stating 
that I was getting the $3000 in January, then when it came time to pick up 
the cheque, I was told that I did not get the scholarship and that I had a loan 
for $3000 instead. I have heard that this has happened a lot this year, but my 
major problem was the way I was treated at Student Awards. 

When I tried to ask why I didn't get the scholarship I was told by the 
guy behind the desk that he didn't know and to come back in a few weeks to 
ask someone else. I asked him if I should hold on to the loan forms until I 
talk to someone and he snapped at me and said "It won't make a difference, 
just get those filled out".

Have you ever been so ex- 
cited to go see a movie, then when 
you are watching it you would rather 
be crawHng around on the floor of 
the theatre, sifting through the pop- 
corn, pop and Goobers to find just 
one quarter to call for someone to 
come and save you? Well, I hate to 
admit it but this is exactly how I felt 
while I was watching the movie ALI 
starring Wil Smith, Jamie Fox and 
Jon Voight. If you have seen this 
movie I am sure that you know ex- 
actly what I am talking about, but if 
you haven't, then maybe this will 
warn you away from a huge waste of 
ten dollars. 

ALI has to be one of the most 
anticipated movies of the year, and it 
has Oscar buzz written all over it. the 
only problem is the movie has bored, 
confused and outright disappointed 
moviegoers ever since its release date 
on Christmas Day. Maybe there are 
some out there who liked the movie, 
but I for one will not be awaiting the 
video release; director's cut or not. 

The first problem I had with 
this movie was the story. Sure, the 
movie follows the true life of Cassius 
Clay/Mohammed AH, but the way it 
is presented is so messed even an AH 
biographer would be confused. The 
movie begins with his first heavy- 
weight championship win, moves 
through his conversion into the Islam 
faith, his subsequent arrest and loss 
of the title, then his fight to gain the 
title back through the Rumble in the 
Jungle. You would think that this 
would be pretty simple to do, but for 



some reason the director decided to 
take the strangest route through Ali*s 
life as he possibly could. 

One problem is that the movie 
is torn between showing Ali as a great 
boxer and a great man. Instead of 
blending the two, they jump back and 
forth. The movie follows die relation- 
ships that Ali has more than it does 
his boxing. The problem with these 
relationships is that there is so little 
emphasis on them other than as many 
kissing scenes as possible between 
Ali and his women. He meets his first 
love and wife, played by Smith's real 
life wife Jada Pin Rett, then within 
five minutes he is asking to marry 
her, then even faster then they kissed, 
they are divorced. There is no real 
emphasis on time and moviegoers are 
left to figure out how much time has 
passed. 

One of the worst examples of 
this is when Ali is charged for not 
accepting his draft into die US Army. 
He is charged with a $ 1 0,000 fine and 
five years in prison as well as being 
stripped of the World Championship. 
Suddenly he is fighting some nobody 
in a non- sanctioned bout, then sec- 
onds later he is at the dinner table 
with his wife (wedding... not from 
what I saw) and children (another sur- 
prise for the audience) and he is be- 
ing told that the charges have been 
dropped and he is getting his boxing 
license back. You basically have to 
figure out everything in between for 
yourself You have to know that Ali 
got married, had children, was not 
actually sent to jail and Joe Frazier 
won the tide in what the movie makes 



out to be a non-important match in 
boxing history. 

The film style that the movie 
employs was also a major bother for 
not only me, but others I have talked 
to. Many of the scenes in the movie 
are filmed on what seems like a 
Handi-Cam and the picture is not 
steady at all. Now I hate watching 
home movies and I got that queasy 
feeling in my stomach like I was 
watching yet another of my mothers 
videos. Even the boxing matches are 
so hard to watch that I had to close 
my eyes at a few points to clear my 
head. 

I can't completely trash this 
movie as I have to say the movie fea- 
tures some of the greatest acting jobs 
I have ever seen. Will Smith is so 
dead on playing Ali that you can ac- 
tually forget that this is the same 
skinny kid that used to be the Fresh 
Prince of Bel Air, Smith has every 
action, movement, mannerism and 
speech pattern down pat. I know it 
may be an easy diing to do these days, 
but I wouldn't be surprised if even 
Mohammed AH himself was thrown 
off by the sheer perfection of Wil 
Smith's performance. 

In a movie like this it is a hard 
thing to overshadow the lead actor, 
especially if the movie is based on a 
real life icon like Ali, but Jon Voight 
does just that. Most people watching 
the movie don't even know that it is 
Jon Voight under all the make-up and 
the very bad hairpiece playing the 
voice of the boxing world Howard 
Cosell. There is no hint at all of Jon 
Voight at all in the character. He 



doesn't just play Cosell, he becomes 
him. I have never seen this good of 
an immersion onto a character since 
Jim Carrey (I know... he's an idiot) 
became Andy Kauffman. If anyone 
in this movie is going to take home 
an Oscar it is going to be Jon Voight. 

I could go on and on about 
why you should not see this movie, 
but if I have to pick one it is this... 
one of the greatest boxing matches 
of all time is treated like the Rocky 
vs Thunderlips match of Rocky 3. Ali 
vs Forman, The Rumble in the Jun- 
gle, one of the biggest matches of it's 
time is first overshadowed by a bud- 
ding romance between Ali and yet 
another sexy young thing. Who 
cares? Not me, I already saw more 
kissing than boxing in this movie. If 
I wanted to see more physical action 
than boxing I would rent Rock-Me 7 
starring Jenna Jamison. 

The only part of this match 
that any emphasis is placed on is the 
classic rope-a-dope by Ali. The only 
problem is that you have to watch 
round after round of Ali taking a beat- 
ing against the ropes, until finally 



Forman (who never speaks in the 
movie) runs out of steam and Ali 
beats him (if you didn't know that Ali 
wins, then you shouldn't be watch- 
ing this movie). I know the movie is 
supposed to be realistic, but I would 
rather watch Rocky 5 and Gladia- 
tor back to back to see good boxing 
compared to this. 

The greatest thing about be- 
ing a movie reviewer is that you do 
not have to listen to Hollywood as to 
what is the movie to see. Once you 
see it you can open the movie up and 
tear it apart if you so wish, the whole 
time I was watching Ali I was already 
writing this review in my head. This 
movie was one of the biggest disap- 
pointments of the holiday movie sea- 
son and I hope most people steered 
away from this one. Ali is boring, 
slow, put together like a broken jig- 
saw puzzle and a definite must skip 
movie. Trust me, I have seen a lot of 
bad movies, and after watching ALI 
I was left wishing I had kept that old 
copy of Ford Fairlane I used to 
watch religiously in highschool.

Now the first thing you have 
to know about this album is it is not 
your typical Rock DJ I Angel album.
